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NELSON BRYAN BANKS 


Nelson Bryan Banks was born on April 17, 1917, in New Bern, North 
Carolina, son of Ottis M. and Ella N. Banks, now deceased. His formative 
years were spent in New Bern where he attended the public schools, after 
which he completed special courses in Dairying and Ice Cream 
Manufacturing at Penn State College in Pennsylvania and North Carolina 
State University, Raleigh. 


In 1940 he was employed by Maola Milk and Ice Cream Company of 
Washington, North Carolina, as Production Manager and later was promoted 
to Vice President and Manager, which position he retained until he resigned 
to accept the position of Recorder of Sudan Temple. 


During World War П, he served in the United States Army asa Sergeant 
in the 82nd. Red Arrow Infantry Division, stationed іп the Philippines and 
after the surrender of the Japanese Forces, remained in the Pacific on 
occupational duty in Japan. 


Married to the former Evelyn Lucille Moore of Chocowinity, North 
Carolina, on June 1, 1946, Nelson has one son, Nelson Jr. of Statesville, North 
Carolina, who is a Master Mason, and one grandson. 


While living in Washington, he was active in the Boy Scouts of America, 
serving as a Scoutmaster, District Commissioner and District Chairman. In 
recognition of his leadership and dedication to the scouting program and 
unselfish service rendered to the young boys in the area, the East Carolina 
Council, Boy Scouts of America, awarded him the coveted Silver Beaver 
Award. 


Nelson’s long and eventful Masonic pilgrimage began when he was raised 
a Master Mason in Orr Lodge No. 104, Washington, North Carolina, on May 2, 
1950, and he later served this lodge with distinction as its Master in 1956. 
While still residing in the Beaufort County area, he served as District Deputy 
Grand Master of the Third Masonic District and it was here also that he joined 
the York Rite Bodies and served as High Priest of the Chapter, Illustrious 
Master of the Council, and Commander of the Commandery. Не is currently a 
member of the New Bern York Rite Bodies and in 1976 served as Grand 
Commander of the Grand Commandery of Knights Templar of North 
Carolina. He is also a Past Sovereign, Earl of Craven Allied Masonic Degrees, 
and Past Sovereign, Saint Titus Red Cross of Constantine, a member of the 
North Carolina College, Societas Rosicruciana, and has been honored with the 
` Knights Templar Cross of Honor. 


Shortly after returning to his hometown of New Bern in 1960, he was 
approached by a group of active Masons in the area whose dedication and 
insight led to the formation of a new lodge in the city, and Nelson who was 
actively involved in this endeavor, was elected to serve as the first Master of 
Berne Lodge No. 724 and served in this capacity for the years of 1961, 1962 
and 1963. Held in high esteem and regard by the brethren of his lodge, he was 
awarded a life membership in 1967. 


An active member of the New Bern Scottish Rite Bodies, he is presently 
serving as Director of the Work in New Bern Consistory and as Chairman of 
the Inspector General’s Advisory Conference. In October of 1967, he was 
elected and invested with the Rank and Decoration of the Court of Honor by 
the Supreme Council of the Scottish Rite, Southern Jurisdiction, and in 1971 
in recognition of his outstanding service and dedication, he was elected to 
receive the honor of Sovereign Grand Inspector Honorary or 33°. 


His interest and labors in behalf of the crippled and burned child began 
when he crossed the hot sands of the desert and was created a Noble of the 
Mystic Shrine of Sudan Temple on January 25, 1951. Selected by his Temple 
to serve as its Recorder, he returned to New Bern on August 1, 1960 and 
accepted this position. He immediately began an intense program that 
involved visitation to each Shrine Club within the jurisdiction of the Temple 
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and stressed organization at the local level. As a result of his leadership and 
the splendid cooperation received from the officers and members alike, the 
Temple membership has grown from 6,512 in 1960 to the present membership 
of 11,173. In 1960 the Temple had 29 Shrine Clubs and 7 Uniformed Units and 
growth has also been experienced in these areas as indicated by the 42 Shrine 
Clubs now operating within the jurisdiction of Sudan Temple and the color 
and pageantry displayed at the present time by the Temple’s 26 Uniformed 
Units. 

Nelson is a Past Director of New Bern Court No. 145, Royal Order of 
Jesters, an organization within the Shrine, and is at the present time serving 
as its Impresario. He has also received the Grand Cross of Color, presented by 
the Rainbow for Girls. 

Not only has he been involved in the Shrine on the local level but he has 
been actively engaged in a number of programs of the Imperial Council, 
Shrine of North America, having served as Co-Chairman, National 
Membership of the Imperial Council; as a member of the Imperial Masonic 
Relations Committee: Tellers Committee; and was elected chairman of the 
committee to re-write and update the office manual used by Recorders 
throughout North America. He has also served as Regional Director of Wills 
and Gifts for Shriners Hospital for Crippled Children and Chairman of the 
Imperial Recorders of North America Seminar held in Tampa, Florida, in 
February of 1981 and is currently serving as an Imperial Council 
Representative. 

Indicative of the love and respect afforded Nelson by his fellow Recorders 
throughout the United States and Canada, he was elected President of the 
Shrine Recorder’s Association of North America in 1972, and following his one 
year tenure of service in this office, in 1973, in Atlanta, Georgia, during the 
annual meeting of the Association, he was elected to the office of Secretary- 
Treasurer, which position he retains to this day. Further evidence of the high 
regard held for him in Shrine circles is indicated in the fact he has been 
awarded honorary memberships in 80 Shrine Temples in North America. 


Realizing the respect and esteem in which Nelson was held by the 
approximately 73,000 Masons in 392 Masonic Lodges throughout North 
Carolina, and the dedication and love for Freemasonry displayed by him in 
the 25 years he had been a Master Mason, in April of 1975, Most Worshipful S. 
Frank Noble Jr., Grand Master of Masons of North Carolina, appointed 
Nelson as Grand Steward of the Grand Lodge and he has progressed through 
the Grand Lodge Line of officers and was elected Grand Master on April 22, 
1981. During his progression through the line, he has served on a number of 
committees in the Grand Ledge including the Lodge Service Commission, 
Charters and Dispensations, Committee on 1976 Observance, Committee on 
Masonic Publications and Ceremonies, Masonic Education, Jurisprudence 
and Laws Committee, Finance Committee, and the Boards of Oxford 
Orphanage and The Masonic and Eastern Star Home. He has been a Certified 
Lecturer since 1953. 


Active in all phases of the civic and business community in which he 
resides, he has served as Mayor Pro Tem of the Town of Washington Park, а 
member of the New Bern Planning Board, a Director of the New Bern 
Housing Authority, and is an active member of the New Bern Rotary Club, 
where he is a Director-Elect for 1981-1982. He has served as President of the 
New Bern Savings & Loan Association, the oldest banking institution in 
Craven County, its existence dating back to 1887, and on January 12, 1977, 
was elected Chairman of the Board of Directors, which position he still 
retains. 


Even though his involvement in Masonic and сіуіс endeavors has been 
both rewarding and time consuming, his commitment to God and his church 
has held high priority in his life as evidenced in his activities as a Methodist 
layman. While living in' Washington, he served as a Lay Leader and was 
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Chairman of the Church Official Board. He is presently a member of 
Centenary United Methodist Church in New Bern where he has served on the 
Official Board and as a Sunday school teacher. 


Certainly a history of the distinguished career of this outstanding Mason, 
civic and business leader. would be far from complete if we failed to include 
the fact he has been decorated as a Kentucky Colonel and commissioned an 
Admiral in the Texas Navy. 


A man with little time for leisure or hobbies. Nelson does enjoy traveling 
and has traveled three-fourths the way around the world to the countries of 
Holland, Germany, France, Switzerland, Italy, Greece, Ireland, Japan, 
Taipei, China and the Hawaiian Islands, as well as throughout the United 
States and Canada. He has said many times, however, that of all the beautiful 
places he has visited in the world. he has seen nothing to compare with the 
beautiful place we call home. 


Nelson is a person who believes in his country and the principles upon 
which it was founded. He has often remarked that whenever the American 
flag passes in review, or when the beautiful strains of The Star Spangled 
Banner are heard. that a lump will appear in his throat and a tear of 
appreciation is visible in his eye. 


The great American President Theodore Roosevelt once said, "The men 
who have the right ideals are those who have the courage to strive for the 
happiness which comes only with labor and service" . . . The life of Nelson 
Banks has been one of labor and service motivated by love; love for his family, 
his friends, his church, his fraternity and his community. His aim has always 
been, and continues to be, to serve— rather than to be served.

BIOGRAPHY 


William Lee Mills, Jr., was born on September 21, 1914 in Concord, North 
Carolina, the son of William Lee Mills and Alice Litaker Mills. He graduated 
from Ше Cabarrus County Schools іп 1931 and was employed by Cannon Mills 
in Kannapolis, North Carolina. This same year he married Erin Morris of 
Thomson, Georgia. 


In 1942, Bill entered the United States Army and was selected to attend 
Officers Candidate School. He received his Commission asa 2nd Lieutenant in 
January 1943. He took part in the Invasion of France on “D-Day,” June 6, 1944, 
and just one week later he was wounded. Four months later he was wounded 
again and lost a leg, while aiding a companion. In recognition of his gallantry, 
he received the Silver Star, the Bronze Star for valor with Oak Leaf Cluster, 
Purple Heart, Commendation Medal, Combat Infantry's E.T.O. Medal with 
an arrowhead for the Invasion of Normandy, and three Campaign Stars. Bill 
retired from the Army on September 29, 1946 with the rank of Major. 
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At the age of 31, Bill made up his mind that he wanted to study and 
practice law. In June, 1952, at the age of 37, he wasawarded ап L.L.B. in Law, 
by the University of North Carolina Law School at Chapel Hill. He passed the 
State Bar in August, 1952. 

These remarkable accomplishments were achieved at a time of deep 
personal tragedy— while still in law school. Bill's wife. Erin Morris Mills, 
died. 

Bill joined the beloved Past Grand Master, Luther T. Hartsell, Jr.. in Law 
firm of Hartsell & Hartsell, in Concord. He has served as State Bar Councilor 
for the 19th Judicial District; member of the Board of Governors, North 
Carolina Bar Association, and a member of the Board of Law Examinersand 
several terms as the Board Chairman. In 1967, he was made a Fellow in the 
American College of Trial Lawyers. 

Brother Mills also gave generously of his time in his community. He 
served as Commander of American Legion Post 145; President of the Concord 
Executives Club; Cabarrus Rescue Squad, which he helped to found; 
President of the Rotary Club; President of the Alumni Association of 
University of North Carolina at Charlotte: Trustee of Wingate College; 
Cabarrus County Chairman of the Morehead Awards Selection Committee; 
Chairman of the Building Fund for the new Salvation Army Headquarters 
Building and Chairman of the Advisory Board. 


Bill wasa member of the First Baptist Church. He served as a Chairman 
of the Board of Deacons, Superintendent of the Sunday School and teacher of a 
men's Bible Class; Trustee of the Cabarrus Baptist Association: and Public 
Affairs Committee of the Baptist State Convention. 


Brother Mills married Ruby Spainhour James in 1953. To this union was 
born one son, William Lee Mills, III. who has just graduated from the Wake 
Forest Law School. 


Bill was a senior member of the Order of DeMolay and received their 
highest award of Legion of Honor. He was a member and Past Master of 
Stokes Lodge No. 32; a member of the York Rite, Scottish Rite and the Shrine. 
He received the 33rd Degree Inspector General Honorary in October, 1973, 
and in 1979 received the Grand Lodge's highest award—the Joseph Montfort 
Medal. He was also a member of numerous appendant organizations. On 
April 17, 1974, our distinguished Brother was installed as Grand Master of 
Masons in North Carolina.

Worshipful Brother Charles Anderson Harris, Past Grand 
Master and Past Grand Secretary, who passed away on 
Friday, November 28, 1980. 


BIOGRAPHY 


Charles Anderson Harris was born July 27, 1900 in Roxboro, North 
Carolina. He died November 28, 1980 at Raleigh, North Carolina, following 
several years of declining health. 


Educated in the Roxboro schools, he graduated from high school in 1917 
and then attended Trinity College (now Duke University). 


Early employment was with Peoples Bank in Roxboro, following which 
he became associated with Somerset Mills, also in Roxboro. He later 
purchased major interest in Somerset Mills and served as President until 
1958. 


He married Elizabeth Harvey on June 1, 1925 and tothis union were born 
a son, Charles A. Harris, Jr., now of New York.and three daughters: Mrs. Ann 
Long. of Charlotte; Mrs. Louise Sanderford. of Greensboro, Georgia: and Mrs. 
Martha Lochte, of Geneva, Florida. 


A long-time dedicated Methodist, Charles Harris served Long Memorial 
United Methodist Church, in Roxboro, for many years as a member of its 
Board of Stewardsand Board of Trustees. He was Board Chairman in 1955-56 
and was Church School Superintendent for the years 1941-43. He later moved 
his membership to Hayes Barton United Methodist Church in Raleigh. 


Long interested in youth work, he first became a Boy Scout т 1916. and as 
an adult scouter he wasa member of Region Six Executive Board for six years 
and since 1950 was a Memberat Large of the National Council. In 1944 he was 
awarded the coveted Silver Beaver Award for distinguished service to 
boyhood, receiving this honor from the hands of his son. himself an Eagle 
Scout. 


For years he was а strong and loyal supporter of the Order of DeMolay. in 
recognition of which North Carolina DeMolay annually presents the "Charles 
A. Harris Award" to the DeMolay Chapter of the Year. 


"Ole Charlie" Harris, as he was affectionately known by hundreds of his 
Masonic brethren. began his long and star-studded Masonic career August 
14. 1923, when he was initiated in Person Lodge No. 113. He was raised to the 
Sublime Degree of Master Mason on February 5. 1924 and embarked upon a 
lifetime of service to Person Lodge and toall Freemasonry. On five different 
occasions he served as Master of Person Lodge and for many years was its 
Secretary. 
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Many years later. on November 17, 1977, he was to become a dual 
member. being one of those charter members that formed Masters Lodge No. 
754, in Raleigh. He had the unique honor and distinction of holding Life 
Membership in both his lodges. and he carried No. 1 dues card from each. 


Charles Harris served the Grand Lodge as District Deputy Grand Master 
of the 20th District in 1941-43, and in 1949 he was appointed to the Grand 
Lodge line by Grand Master Wilkins P. Horton. Elected Grand Master April 
15. 1957. Most Worshipful Brother Harris served North Carolina Masons 
with honor and distinction during his year in the Grand East. 


In 1959 he was elected Grand Secretary and he served 15 years in that 
important post, retiring in 1974. A grateful Grand Lodge bestowed upon him 
the title of "Grand Secretary Emeritus." a title he treasured for as long as he 
lived. 


He continued to serve North Carolina Freemasonry even in retirement. 
and at his death was Grand Historian, Secretary-Treasurer of the Board of 
Directors of the North Carolina Masonic Foundation, Chairman of the 
Committee on By-Laws, and Chairman of the Committee on Fraternal 
Correspondence. 


During his years of service to the Grand Lodge and to all Masonry, "Ole 
Charlie” endeared himself to Masons wherever he traveled, and no honors that 
came his way were more treasured by him than the literally scores of honorary 
memberships he was elected to by lodges all over North Carolina, and in other 
states, and even abroad. 


A member of York Rite Masonry since 1939, he was instrumental in 
organizing a chapter in Roxboro, and in many ways served the Rite with honor 
and distinction. 

Most Worshipful Brother Harris became a Scottish Rite Mason in 1924 
and was coroneted an Inspector General Honorary. Thirty-Third Degree. in 
1973. 

He became a member of the Shrine in 1926 in Oasis Temple in Charlotte, 
and in 1946 transferred his membership to Sudan Temple in New Bern. In 
1963 he served as Illustrious Potentate of Sudan Temple. : 


He was a member of Cassilis Council No. 2-A. Allied Masonic Degrees. 
serving as Sovereign Master in 1947. He was also a charter member of 
Blandford-Bute Council No. 18 and of Masters of Tyre Council No. 35. 
Becoming a member of St. John of Patmos Conclave No. 67 of the Imperial and 
Ecclesiastical Order of the Red Cross of Constantine in 1944, he served as 
Reigning Sovereign in 1951. Only this past June he retired as Chief Adept. 
North Carolina College Societas Rosicruciana in Civitatibus Foederatis. 
having presided over the College for almost a decade. Other memberships 
included Royal Order of Jesters, Knight Masons of Ireland. Masonic Order of 
the Bath, and The Grand College of Rights of the United States of America. 
And Most Worshipful Brother Harris was the last surviving North Carolina 
member of The Holy Order of Knights Beneficent of the Holy City. a select 
secret order. headquartered in Geneva, Switzerland: an order composed 
solely of highly renowned Masons, the total United States membership of 
which may not at any time exceed 81. 


"Ole Charlie" will be sorely missed by his legion of friends. Not only will 
they miss his presence and his genuine affection for hisbrethren. but also they 
will miss him as a veritable fountain head of Masonic history and legend. for 
he had a sure grasp for that which was significant and his feats of memory 
were unsurpassed. 


May God rest his soul!

ADMINISTRATOR'S REPORT 
MASONIC AND EASTERN STAR HOME 
OF NORTH CAROLINA, INCORPORATED 


(Docket No. 9) 


The following report of Brother Tommy Г. Jones, 
Administrator of the Masonic and Eastern Star Home, Inc., 
was presented and entered on the record: 

To the Most Worshipful Grand Lodge of North Carolina: 


On December 16, 1980 I was appointed by the Board of Directors as 
Administrator of the Masonic and Eastern Star Home. Although the call was 
a surprise, the appointment fulfilled a life long dream of returning to the 
great State of North Carolina and serving in some Masonic capacity. This is 
the second time I have been blessed by both the Almighty and the Masonic 
Fraternity. The first time was years ago when I spent 16 years of my life asa 
student at Oxford Orphanage. After “traveling in foreign countries” for 23 
years as coach, teacher and school administrator, I have returned home tothe 
“Old North State.” With a deep sense of humility, sincerity, loyalty, dedication 
and gratitude I have made a commitment to serve the residents of the Home 
and the Masonic Fraternity. 
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At this time we have 160 residents in the Home. Twenty-three of the 
residents are men. Approximately 72 residents are in the Care Center. They 
require around the clock attention. In 1980 the average cost in the Care Center 
was $30.00 per day. 

Some of our major accomplishments and acquirements at the Home 
during 1980 were: 

1. A small cubed ice machine for the Care Center. 

2. Four linen carts for the Care Center. 

3. A resident Health Care Coordinator (a registered nurse who makes 
sure the residents can take care of themselves and informs them 
where they can get help if needed). 

4. A ward secretary for the Care Center—takes care of patient records, 
answers phone, makes appointments and handles transportation. 

5. A Guilford Technical Institute instructor who helps with games, 
personal visits and reading programs to help the residents in Care 
Center participate in these programs. 

6. Dr. Garrett now comes at least three afternoons a week and is on 
call when needed. 

7. Planned in-service meetings coordinated by ап experienced 
instructor. 

8. We now have housekeeping and cleaning seven days a week instead of 
five days. 

9. The exterior of the Chapel was painted. 

10. Both the Maintenance Supervisor’s home and the Administrator's 

home were redecorated. 

11. Approximately ten acres of land was re-seeded. 

12. Another kiln was purchased for the Activity Department for use in 

ceramics. 

13. The fuel at the heating plant was converted from oil to natural gas. 

We have estimated the savings to be about $7,000 per month. 

As I write this Sixty-Sixth Annual Report I am apprehensive, yet 
optimistic about the future of the Home. We exist here for the purpose of 
helping the residents whose later years have been disrupted by the 
vicissitudes of life. The staff and my role is two-fold. With one hand we provide 
the physical care for the residents with funds supplied by the Grand Lodge, 
the local Blue Lodges and the Eastern Star Chapters. This physical care 
includes nourishment, warmth for the body, and health care. With the other 
hand we provide the social and spiritual care needed by the residents. Love, 
companionship, visitation, and asense of belonging is needed throughout one’s 
life span, more especially during our golden years. We continue to point out 
the path that leads our residents ever forward and ever upward. 

I want to thank personally all of you who have contributed to the success of 
the Home. Your monetary contributions comprise approximately seventy (70) 
per cent of our operating budget. I never cease to be amazed at the continued 
contributions made by both the Lodges and the Chapters. The three things I 
ask of you during 1981 are your prayers, your visitation to the Home and your

The Board of Directors of Oxford Orphanage submits its report to the 
Grand Lodge of North Carolina, which includes a detailed report of the 
Superintendent and the departments of the Orphanage. 


The Board of Directors held its regular meetings throughout the vear and 
harmoniously administered all the affairs of the Orphanage. The visiting 
committee has also made its report, and the auditors have reported on the 
financial phase of the institution and rendered detailed information of 
receipts, and the operation of various incomes and legacies received. 


We completed the year with 108 boys and 68 girls for an enrollment of 176 
students. There are still vacancies for students at the Orphanage and we 
encourage each lodge to recommend a child to your home. 


The Grand Lodge appropriation was $69.500.00 while the Masonic 
donations were $454,334.68. Once again there were 18 lodges in the state that 
did not contribute anything to the Orphanage during 1980. 


Brother Howard E. Stuart of Union Grove, assumed the duties of Public 
Relations Director of Oxford Orphanage on Мау 1 and is available to а lodges 
to give a program on the Orphanage. 


We appreciate the help which has been so generously accorded the 
institution by the brethren and the friends of the institution, and we bespeak a 
continuance of that interest. We would especially urge more of the brethren to 
visit the Orphanage and see for themselves the work of the institution and 
judge for themselves its ever increasing needs. 


The staff at Oxford are as dedicated as any in the nation and you can rest 
assured that they are doing an outstanding job. 


We recommend that the Grand Lodge continue its appropriations for the 
support of the Orphanage.

REPORT OF THE SUPERINTENDENT 
OF OXFORD ORPHANAGE 
(Docket No. 11) 


The following report of Brother Robert Winston, 
Superintendent of Oxford Orphanage, Inc., for the year 
ending September 30, 1980, was presented and entered on the 
record: 


To the Board of Directors of Oxford Orphanage and to The Grand Lodge of 
Ancient, Free and Accepted Masons of North Carolina: 
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Oxford Orphanage has had a very successful year with a lot of activities 
taking place each month. On August 25th, John Nichols School reopened with 
172 students enrolled. This vear we included in the school curriculum Home 
Economics, Business and Spanish II. Fourteen students graduated in June 
and all except one is attending school or working. Brother John Owens, who 
was principal for 2% years, resigned to accept a larger principalship in 
Granville County. We were very fortunate to employ Brother William C. 
Johnson as principal. Brother Johnson taught math at John Nichols for 2 
years before accepting his new position. 


On December 10, 1979, a group of 19 Air Force officers from the 21st 
Tactical Air Support Squadron of Shaw Air Force Base, Sumter. S. C., along 
with Staff Sgt. Robert G. Wilson, who left the Orphanage in 1961, performed 
for the students. The men came to the Orphanage in a CH-3 helicopter, 
brought a host of gifts for each cottage. and then 10 of the men parachuted 
from 1.000 feet. They also presented a check for $635.00 to the Orphanage. The 
airmen raised the money through spaghetti suppers, hot dog sales and 
donations. 


During the months of November and December, several lodges in the 
state sponsored Christmas parties for our students. The Baby Cottage had ten 
parties while several cottages had one. It is our desire that more lodges would 
make it possible for all cottages to have the same number of parties rather 
than a few having them all. During the spring and fall several lodges will 
sponsor a cookout for all students which we encourage because more people 
are involved. 


The students went to the lake, movies, skating and ballgames during the 
summer. 


The Board of Directors approved cafeteria serving in our dining room 
which was started on January 17, 1980. Mr. J. Milton Pruitt retired after 34 
years as steward, handling food services and distributing cottage supplies. 
Mr. Pruitt was a faithful employee of the Orphanage and he has been missed. 
As he left, the entire operation of serving food was changed. A new system was 
devised by ARA Services, Inc., a world-wide corporation which manages food 
service operations for large organizations, such as colleges, universities and 
industrial plants. William E. Starr was named manager. Mr. Starr is from 
Atlanta and has 19 years of experience in food service. The declining number 
of students and the ever increasing costs involved in food service forced the 
administration to investigate other ways of providing balanced, nutritional 
meals. We are able to serve each plate for an average cost of $1.65. This change 
has been a great improvement. 


St. John's Day was held again this year with an estimated 1,500 people 
served lunch. The celebration began at 10:00 a.m. with presentation of 
National Colors by the Legion of Honor of the Amran Temple. Special thanks 
to Amran, Sudan and Oasis Temple Units, along with the Gillis Family and 
spiritual gospel groups for making St. John's Day sosuccessful. United States 
Senator Jesse Helms delivered the keynote address at 1 p.m. The Board of 
Directors voted to have St. John's Day on June 21, 1981. 


There have been several major changes in personnel this year. Brother 
Albert Capps resigned as Dean of Students to coach football at J. F. Webb 
High School. Brent H. Stewart was employed as Dean of Students in July and 
is doing an excellent job. Rev. Brenda Kneece accepted a job with Granville 
County Schools and Rev. Eugene Musselwhite and Rev. Charles Newton are 
handling the religious program on campus. Brother Robert Ferguson, after 
fifty years on campus as a student and Manager of the Maintenance 
Department, retired Ше first of July. Maurice Adams retired after 25 years т 
the Maintenance Department as the campus painter. 

Brother Robert Davis, Manager of the Farm and Dairy, wasthe recipient 
of the Progressive Breeders Award offered annually by the Holstein-Friesion 
Association of America. Only asmall number of breeders of Holstein-Friesion 
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cattle qualify for this award. Brother Davis has done an excellent job with the 
dairy herd at the Orphanage. 

The Board of Directors approved the converting to natural gas from oil on 
campus and this should be completed by the middle of October. This should be 
a net savings the first year of $15,462.00. 
| The Oxford Orphanage is an outstanding institution today because of the 
interest and support that we receive. The Masons and other people of North 
Carolina have rendered a most important and effective service to thousands of 
young men and women the past 108 years. We attempt to provide our students 
with an environment that contributes to creative growth and development. 
Opportunities are available at the Orphanage so each student can graduate 
and leave as productive citizens. 

We аге sincerely grateful to the members of the Board of Directors for the 
close fellowship, understanding and efficient administration of Oxford 
Orphanage and its entire personnel. 

I would like to express my sincere appreciation to each staff member for 
the understanding’ cooperation and dedication during 1980! 

The staff and students of Oxford Orphanage acknowledge with 
gratitude the loyal support of the Grand Lodge of North Carolina, York Rite 
Bodies, Scottish Rite Bodies and the three Shrine Temples during the year.

REPORT OF COMMITTEE 
ON UNFINISHED BUSINESS 
(Docket No. 17) 

The following report was received, entered on the 
record, and referred to the Committee on Masonic 
Jurisprudence: 

To the Most Worshipful Grand Lodge of North Carolina: 
Amend Regulation 32-06 to read as follows: 
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REG. 32-06. Each District Deputy Grand Master shall render to the 
Grand Master before December tenth of each year an itemized account of 
the necessary travel expense incurred by him in the performance of his 
duties; this shall not exceed fifteen cents per mile actually traveled, via 
the shortest route of travel. The Grand Master may order the same to be 
paid from the funds of the Grand Lodge, if such expense has been 
incurred in the performance of routine duty, but not for more than two 
official visits to each lodge in his district during a calendar vear. If the 
expense has been incurred for aspecial duty, the Grand Master may order 
the lodge or the Grand Lodge to pay it. 


Amend Regulation 35A-03 to read as follows: 
REG. 35A-03. No District Education Chairman shall be compensated for 
his services as such, but his actual and necessary travel expense shall be 
paid by the Grand Lodge when approved by the Chairman of the 
Committee on Masonic Education; the rate shall not exceed fifteen cents 
per mile actually traveled, via the shortest route of travel, but not more 
than two visits to each lodge in his district during a calendar year. 


Amend Chapter 35A by deleting this entire chapter and marking the same 
OBSOLETE: 


CHAPTER 35A OBSOLETE. 


Amend Regulation 35-08(2) to read as follows: 


REG. 35-08. 2. To appoint from the Certified Lecturers, upon nomination 
by the Grand Lecturer, such District Deputy Grand Lecturers as the 
board may deem necessary; provided, a District Deputy Grand Lecturer 
shall not become a member or an officer of the Grand Lodge by virtue of 
his appointment hereunder; and provided, no appointment shall extend 
beyond the next annual communication of the Grand Lodge. No such 
District Deputy Grand Lecturer shall be installed or compensated for his 
services as such; but his actual and necessary travel expenseshall be paid 
by the Grand Lodge when approved by the Grand Lecturer; the rate shall 
not exceed fifteen cents per mile actually traveled, via the shortest route 
of travel, but not more than two visits to each lodge in his district during a 
calendar year. Before December tenth each year each District Deputy 
Grand Lecturer shall file an itemized account of such expense with the 
Grand Lecturer for his approval, and if approved the Grand Lecturer 
shall file the same with the Grand Secretary before December twentieth. 


Amend Regulation 35-08(2B1) to read as follows: 


REG. 35-08(2B). 1. To promote the lecture service and the education work 
in his district. He shall work with and make reports to the Distriet Deputy 
Grand Master as to the progress of Masonic Education in his district.

The following report of the Committee on Masonic 
Edueation was read, received and entered on the record: 
To the Most Worshipful Grand Lodge of North Carolina: 


The Grand Lodge Committee on Masonic Education was called upon to 
formulate and implement a new program of Masonic Education. After much 
study and many hours of meeting the committee feels that a very real and 
meaningful program has been developed. 


Along with the new program also came some revision in the makeup of the 
committee. It has been expanded to 12 members; one for each of the 10 
Masonic areas of the state, plus the Grand Stewards. This eliminates the need 
for area education coordinators and the abolishment of the office of District 
Education Chairman. The committee feels that it has placed the 
responsibility for Masonic education back into the hands of the individual 
lodges. the District Deputy Grand Masters and the District Deputy Grand 
Lecturers; as provided for in Chapter 35 of the Code. 


The Grand Master's Award has also been abolished. The committee feels 
that each lodge will reap greater rewards from the program in the form of 
better prepared and better qualified leaders in the future. This fact alone 
should provide incentive and be the desire of all lodges. 


The total program has been printed in booklet form and every lodge 
supplied a minimum of three copies to be used by the lodge committees on 
Masonic Education. Meetings were scheduled and held by members of the 
committee to explain the program to the District Deputy Grand Masters and 
Distriet Deputy Grand Lecturers so that they might go back into their 
districts fully informed and prepared to carry out the program.

A. The Corporation's financial statements for the year ended December 31, 1980 were prepared in

ADDRESS OF THE GRAND ORATOR 
(Docket No. 31) 


The Grand Master presented W.:.Brother В. Lane Brown, 
III, Grand Orator of the Grand Lodge of North Carolina, who 
delivered the following oration: 

To the Most Worshipful Grand Lodge of North Carolina: 
CAN MASONRY SURVIVE IN THE 80's? 


On the barren Outer Banks of Eastern North Carolina, the race of “banks 
ponies” has survived for over two hundred years against the forces of nature 
with little or no help from man. Their tenacity of existence is heroic. They foal 
their kind upon the stark bosom of nature with a faith that reminds one of 
Sidney Lanier’s “The Marshes of Glynn:” 


“As the marsh-hen secretly builds on the watery sod, 
I will build me a nest on the greatness of God." 


These little animals have learned many tricks of survival. It is said that 
when they are thirsty, they gather in groups of three or four and dig until the 
water filters through in sufficient quantity. If a pony who has not assisted in 
their labors comes up for a free drink, they turn their heels upon him and drive 
him away. This is equity on Ocracoke. 


The logical question follows: “If all of our Brothers are not doing their job. 
how can the Blue Lodge as we know today remain a viable. fraternal 
organization?" Can Masonry survive in the 80's? My lecture this morning 
reflects on this critical issue as the ponies of Ocracoke offer some suggestions 
worthy of our consideration. 
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Specifically, the following areas deserve comment if Masonry is going to 
survive in this Decade: 


I. Masonic Education Program, for our officers, members and newly- 
raised Masons; 


II. Awareness, perception and attitudes we can take toward the future; 
and 


III. A re-emphasis on the quality of the Spirit. 


I. MASONIC EDUCATION 

An absolute necessity for expected growth in the 80’s is the improvement 
and expansion of the Masonic Education Program. We must make this 
program one that will be a challenge to the new members. We must make it 
more extensive than any we were exposed to. It seems the younger generation 
has the attitude, "Show me before I'll believe." Thus, if we are to continue to 
grow in this decade, we must show, impress, and challenge. Put the new 
Mason to work. Let him know from the beginning that he is wanted and 
needed. Teaeh him to be ever alert for a distressed Brother, one whoisshutin, 
one whom he should visit, and one who might be in error to whisper good 
counsel. Basically, guide him into the light to practice the principles we teach. 
Masonry will grow if we have planted and nourished our crop well. A 
conscientious lodge member, like a conscientious farmer, can make his 
harvest a bountiful one! 


Ours is a Fraternity, my Brethren, that is based upon the very highest 
standards of moral conduct. What we do in the Lodge is important, but we 
must never forget that the examples we set outside the Lodge will be reflected 
in our membership in the years to come. A famous Mason and president, 
Brother George Washington said, “The virtues taught in Masonry are makers 
of perfection in private life, and set rules for the most elevated duties of the 
state.” I believe he was saying that if we apply those virtues to our thoughts 
and actions, then they will indeed lead us to become better men—men capable 
of accomplishing any goal—men the youth in our communities, our state and 
our nation will want toemulate. For Iam not among those who believe that the 
majority of the youth of our nation have gone bad. Many of these young men 
need only a life after which to pattern their own. And as Masons, we have a 
responsibility to these youths, to our fraternity, and to our nation to set 
examples worthy of emulation. 


Whether, then, by the individual Lodge member’s effort at exemplary 
stewardship, or by the Grand Lodge's attempts at better training through the 
individual Lodges we would agree that our common efforts are of a single 
purpose: that of educating the Brethren. For with a progressive program of 
Masonic Education, we will see growth in the eighties. Growth that could be 
unprecedented. Growth that must be unprecedented, if Freemasonry is to 
continue to weave a significant portion of the moral fiber of our great nation. 
Ignorance, then, is our greatest enemy. An enemy that is always lurking, 
seeking to destroy our fraternity through our own failure to be led in our 
service by our most basic precepts, the very prupose for which we ever 
assemble and call ourselves Masons. 


A distinguished Masonic author, made this point very clear in a recent 
article, which I quote from: 


"Step by step, century, by century, Masonry's purpose to build abbeys and 
castles has evolved into a system that accepts good men and attempts to make 
them better. It accomplishes this by giving them the knowledge that informs 
them and teaches them the principles that will rule their lives. 


“There is nothing more expensive than ignorance. Freemasonry is losing 
members mainly because they have not been taught the meaning behind the 
ritual. An informed Mason is a better Mason. He will only then have a better 
understanding of the ceremonies of the craft, of the symbolism woven intothe 
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entire fabric of Freemasonry, and develop a deeper appreciation of the 
meaning of the three experiences which brought him to the summit of 
becoming a Master Mason.” 


My Brethren, our growth and survival will depend on how well we 
educate the Brethren and the examples we set. 


II. AWARENESS, PERCEPTIONS AND ATTITUDES 

Survival and growth in this Decade will require that the Lodge improve 
its attitude; otherwise, the perceptions of those looking in will only reflect a 
limited awareness of what Masonry can give to society as a whole. 

It has been said there is a small Italian Chapel where it is recorded that 
the villagers entered the Chapel and bowed to a plain, blank wall before 
taking their seats. A visitor asked, “Why?” No one knew. “We have always 
done it.” Finally, he asked for permission toexamine the wall. He found under 
many layers of paint a lovely picture of the Madonna. While it was visible, 
their ancestors had bowed in respect. After it was covered, the custom was 
continued without any known reason. They never understood their own 
actions, until they knew the PAST. 


Knowing our History, we must look at the PRESENT. It is not an easy day 
in which we live. So many of the old pictures of MORALITY, HOPE and 
FAITH have been covered by years of neglect, that we have stopped bowing to 
them. The Goals, Ideals and Purposes of the PAST seem out of place. But, we 
must stop and ask ourselves, “What is really valuable?” “What is really 
essential?” “What is the meaning of our lives?” 


If the world sees that Masonry changes men, it will come to Masonry. 
Masons should be, and MUST be, different men! And, then, we will not have to 
worry about numbers, and History will take note that we have been here. 


If we know our Heritage, and are trying to serve and change the Present 
Age, then we can move forward into the FUTURE. 


There are several attitudes we can take toward the Future. 


First. We can say, “I don’t care.” And, our children will suffer for our 
selfishness. 


Second. We can stand by the river side and see the River of the Future go 
by. We can wring our hands, and even cry, “How terrible!” But, the River will 
continue to flow and leave us behind. 


Third. We might get into the River and go along with the current. We will 
enjoy the scenery and experience the rapids. But little effect will be seen on the 
River. 


Fourth. Or, as Masons, as Men of Faith, we can begin to direct the Flow of 
the River of History. We can build SANDBAGS tostopa flood. We can BUILD 
DAMS, and CREATE POWER AND LIGHT. Power to make our World a 
better place, and light to show us the Way. Then History will rise up and call 
us Blessed! 


Living by example is an excellent way to let people become aware that we 
are Masons. In this regard, let те share а brief story with you. A little barefoot 
boy was sitting on the side of the road and a nice new automobile came up and 
out stepped a beautifully dressed man with all new clothes on. The little boy 
was admiring the car and the clothes and the man told him that his brother 
had given him the automobile and the clothes. The little boy started to say, “I 
wish Г...” The man stopped him and said: "I know what you are going to say. 
You wish you had a brother like that.” The little boy replied, "No. I wasn't 
going to say that, but what I was going to say is, J wish I could be a brother like 
that.” If only this same message could be conveyed by our ritua!! 

We wonder sometimes why we like to see this Masonic ritual put on over 
and over; it sounds kind of crazy that we see it over and over. For several years 
I taught a Sunday School class of older men and every Sunday they came and 
we talked about the same thing over and over. You know they never got tired 
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of hearing about Jesus ог David or the Prophets or Peter and Paul. Masonry is 
just like that. И our Third Degree could be seen оп a stage there would always 
be a great audience to see this impressive degree and lesson. We have 
something to be proud of! 


The following poem by Edgar A. Guest sums up my thoughts about the 
influence we have on others: 


Га rather see a sermon 
Than hear one any day: 
I'd rather one should walk with me 
Than merely show the way: 
For the eye's a better pupil 
And more willing than the ear: 
Good counsel is confusing 
But examples always clear. 
A nd best of all the preachers 
Are the men who live their creeds: 
For to see good put into action 
Is what everybody needs. 
I can soon learn how to do it 
If you let me see it done: 
I can watch your hands in action, 
But your tongue too fast may run. 


And the lectures you deliver 
May be very fine and true 
But Га rather get my lesson 
By observing what you do; 
For I may misunderstand you 
And the high advice you give, 
But there's no misunderstanding 
How you ас! and how you live. 


Brethren, Freemasonry has something to offer to the People of our 
country; we should let them know about our teachings and that we careabout 
them. We should let people know that we are Masons by the way we live. 


III. A RE-EMPHASIS ON THE QUALITY OF THE SPIRIT 

With an improved program of Masonic Education, we will goa long way 
toward improving both how we view ourselves and how others look at us. A 
raised awareness will heighten those good perceptions of the Lodge which are 
so urgently needed. By emphasizing the quality of the Spirit, there are many 
reasons why we can cautiously, but optimistically, survive with growth in the 
coming year. In this regard. Гат going to borrow some thoughts from our own 
Grand Master which should be shared with you: 

First, Masonry is expected to grow because it is urgently needed. Has there 
ever been a time in the history of men when tenets and principles of 
Freemasonry were more needed? An institution comes into being because it 
has something of great value to contribute to society. It exists as long as it 
adheres to its original design and continues to make its influence for good felt 
in society. 

It has ALWAYS BEEN the work of Masonry to keep before the world 
those lofty teachings which give meaning to life, which reflect the divine 
nature of man. and which give dignity and worth to the individual. 

Let us review the lessons inculcated in the three degrees of Masonry, Think 
of a world devoid of Reverence, of Charity. of Faith. of Truth. of Love and 
Integrity, and of Brotherhood. Yes, Brothers, Masonry is needed today. 


A second reason for expected growth is the hope that Masons are accepting 
а more personal responsibility in translating the tenets of Freemasonry into 
life. Society is desperately searching for something to believe in and 
something to better their lives. Hopefully. society sees in Masonry a means of 
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keeping alive within the heart of man those elements of character which 
elevate the spiritual over the material and make victorious the noble over the 
ignoble. 


A third reason for expected growth is that the time of harvest has come. 
Reflecting in the past. if we have created enough enthusiasm. we should see in 
our own Blue Lodges some of the fruits of our labors. If we have tried to set the 
example, by practicing out of the Lodge what we have been taught in our 
Lodge meetings, then surely we must have in the past, caused many to want to 
be a part of the Lodge: not merely tobe a card carrying member, butanactive 
one. Every person within the sound of my voice has had to be an active 
member in his Lodge. Otherwise, you would not be here today. Someone set a 
pattern for you to want to pursue. I have enough faith in you to believe that you 
have set patterns for others to follow. 


IV. SUMMARY 
Through the years Freemasonry, like the society we live in, has been 
subjected to the force of changes and while these changes may have taken its 
toll, in loss of membership and a decline in our image. Freemasonry 
nevertheless will survive and prosper because of our great moral strenght and 
our ability to champion all adversity. 


The peaks and valleys in our membership should not be a concern 
inasmuch as we prosper solely on quality and not quantity. The decline in our 
image isa major concern and one we should strive to enhance until we regain 
the unblemished reputation so adequately symbolized by the white leather or 
lambskin apron. We have to overcome the impression that Freemasonry and 
its appendant bodies, is a fun loving, parading organization, having an 
extremely good time while masquerading under the guise of charity. 


We can accomplish all of this without one word of condemnation or 
criticism toward any individual or group. We must first do an outstanding job 
of selecting the men to lead. Particularly, we should strive to place in line those 
men who are hard workers, studious and have the ability to lead. 


With good strong leadership, we can make our Constituent Lodges more 
active; our Masonic principles and philosophy more purposeful, and be 
properly understood by all, especially the public. 


With good leaders, we can make the most out of the inherent strength in 
Masonry and make it a living philosophy in the minds and hearts of our 
members. In short, we can build a fire in and under our members and cause 
them to become enthusiastic, proud and meaningful Masons. 


If and when we ignite the spirit of Freemasonry in every Lodge and in 
every community, so that we are a moving force, through the exemplification 
of Masonic Ideals and Principles, then we will rekindle the Spiritof America. 
By so doing, we сап Бесотеа lifting device for a once strong and great country 
which we sometimes find lacking in patriotism and morally weak. 


It is our purpose to make good men better men through a noble way of 
living and in these times of crisis and tensions, we face a great challenge. If 
history repeats itself, and we are told that it does, then it will be the principles 
and tenets of Freemasonry that serve as the successful lifting device for our 
entire society. 

Yes, “Masonry Can Survive in the 80's," Like the wild Ocracoke ponies оп 
The Outer Banks, we аге learning thatal/ Brothers must come to the watering 
hole together, no one being turned away, participating in order to share in the 
greatest fraternal experience you and I will ever know іп our lifetimes. Thank 
you, my Brothers. 
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REPORT OF THE COMMITTEE 
ON NECROLOGY 
(Docket No. 32) 


The following report of the Committee on Necrology was 
delivered by W.:.Brother William E. Fulmer, Chairman. and 
entered on the record: 

To the Most Worshipful Grand Lodge of North Carolina: 


During this past year the Grand Lodge of North Carolina has suffered the 
loss of 1,409 brethren by death. Each of these brothers has influenced a 
multitude of friends and relatives. Among these, two Past Grand Masters of 
Masons in North Carolina have been called from our midst— Most Worshipful 
Brothers William L. Mills, Jr. and Charles A. Harris. Grand Secretary 
Emeritus. Worshipful Brother Eddie P. Stiles will now present the memorial 
tribute to Most Worshipful Brother William L. Mills. Jr. 


WILLIAM LEE MILLS, JR. 


“Не has shewed thee, О man whatis good: and what doth the Lord require 
of thee, but to do justly and to love mercy, and to walk humbly with thy God." 
(Mieah 6:8) With these words on his lips, in his acceptance remarks at the 
Annual Communieation of Grand Lodge on April 17, 1974, William Lee Mills, 
Jr. began his term of office as Grand Master of Masons in North Carolina. He 
held strong religious convictions; he was a loyal Patriot; and he was a fervent 
Freemason. He required much of himself and he expected much from those 
who held responsible positions in public, private or fraternal life. What a 
shock it was, when on June 24, 1980 (Saint John's Day), the announcement was 
sent out to all parts of the state that in the midst of life, William Lee Mills, Jr. 
was dead. 


Bill was born on September 21, 1914, the eldest of eight children in the 
family of William L. Mills and Alice Litaker Mills. He graduated from the 
Cabarrus County Schools in 1931 and was employed with Cannon Mills, Plant 
l. in Kannapolis. During that time he continued his education in secretarial 
and commercial training and by 1936, he had become Assistant Overseer of 
the Cannon Mills Sheet Department. 


In 1942, one year after the United States entered World War II, William 
L. Mills, Jr. was inducted into the Army. He was chosen for Officer's 
Candidate School and in January, 1943, he received his commission as a 2nd 
Lieutenant at Fort Benning, Georgia. In a short time, he was promoted to Ist 
Lieutenant and was shipped to England in time to take part т the June 6 "D- 
Day" invasion of France. On the Normandy coast, he was wounded. He 
received the Purple Heart, was promoted to Captain and in August, 1944 he 
returned to his fighting unit in France. 


In the Seigfried Line on October 14, 1944, Captain Mills was again 
wounded, suffering the loss of a leg while aiding a companion just injured ina 
similar explosion. In recognition of his gallantry, he received the Silver Star, 
the Bronze Star for Valor with Oak Leaf Cluster, the Purple Heart with Oak 
Leaf Cluster, Commendation Medal, Combat Infantryman's Badge, ETO 
Medal with an arrowhead for the invasion of Normandy, and three campaign 
stars. With the rank of Major, he retired from the Army on September 29, 
1946. 


At the age of 31, still adjusting to a man-made leg, without a college 
degree and beyond the traditional Freshman age, Bill Mills wanted to be a 
Lawyer. He was able to accomplish this goal because of his strong 
determination and desire. After two years at Charlotte College and two 
quarters at the University of North Carolina at Chapel Hill, he entered law 
school in the fall of 1949 and in June, 1950, he received the Bachelor of Arts 
degree. During his second year in law school, he wasappointed tothe Board of 
Editors of the prestigious Law Review for 1951-52. In June, 1952, he received 
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the LLB degree known after 1967 as the J.D. degree. In August of 1952 he 
passed the State Bar examinations and in September joined the late Past 
Grand Master Luther T. Hartsell, Jr. in the law firm of Hartsell & Hartsell in 
Concord. Bill Mills was destined to become the Senior Partner of the law firm 
Hartsell, Hartsell & Mills, P.A. He enjoyed his law practice. Among his 
professional accomplishments, he was a member of the Board of Governors, 
North Carolina Bar Association 1962-65: member of the Board of Law 
Examiners for the State of North Carolina, 1962-1973, and Chairman of said 
Board, 1971-1973. In 1967, Bill Mills was made a Fellow in the American 
College of Trial Lawyers. 


| Bill Mills’ life was a testimony to his faith in God. His religious life was 
important to him. He taught a Men’s Bible Class at the First Baptist Church 
where he had been Chairman of the Board of Deacons and Sunday School 
Superintendent. He has served on important committees for the State Baptist 
Convention and he had served as Chairman of the Building Committee of the 
First Baptist Church in Concord. 


Bill's early contact with Freemasonry was through DeMolay. He received 
the Active Legion of Honor from the International Supreme Council of the 
Order of DeMolay in 1958. At the Grand Master’s Class in 1975, Bill told the 
members of the State Association of DeMolay of a special assignment he was 
given while in the Service, which later he found was given to him, passing by 
others, because on his record it was noted that he was a DeMolay. 


Unknown to him at the time, his father petitioned Stokes Lodge Мо. 32 at 
approximately the same time that he did. Neither knew the other had 
petitioned the same lodge until they were both Entered Apprentices. They 
then received the Fellowcraft and Master Masons Degree together. 


Brother Mills received the Entered Apprentice Degree on October 14, 
1946, was passed to the degree of Fellow Craft, October 28, 1946, and was 
raised to the Sublime Degree of Master Mason on November 25, 1946. He 
served as Master of Stokes Lodge No. 32 during 1959. 

Bill was a member of several of the Appendant Masonic Organizations. 
He was a member of the York Rite, holding membership in John C. Drewry 
Chapter No. 82, R.A.M.; Concord Council No. 25, R. & S.M.; Cannon 
Commandery No. 38, K.T.; Charlotte Council of Super Excellent Masters; 
Robert The Bruce Council No. 4, Allied Masonic Degrees; and Saint Titus 
Conclave, Red Cross of Constantine. 


Bill was also a member of the Scottish Rite, being a member of Carolina 
Consistory, Charlotte, North Carolina having received the 32nd degree in 
April, 1967. At the Biennial Session of the Supreme Council of the Ancient 
and Accepted Scottish Rite of Freemasonry for the Southern Jurisdiction, 
Brother Mills was coroneted an Inspector General Honorary of the Thirty- 
Third Degree and made an honorary member of the Supreme Council in 1973. 


Bill was also a Noble of the Mystic Shrine, holding his membership in 
Oasis Temple in Charlotte. He was also a member of the North Carolina 
College, Societas Rosicruciana Civitatibus Foederatis. 


At the Annual Communication of the Grand Lodge in Winston-Salem in 
April, 1967, Most Worshipful Brother Arnold J. Koonce, Grand Master, 
appointed him Grand Steward. Brother Mills advanced each year thereafter 
with distinction. 

While serving this Grand Jurisdiction as Grand Master, Most Worshipful 
Brother Mills held District Meetings in every District. He left a lasting 
impression upon the local leaders of our craft of their duty to the fraternity. He 
wanted us to translate lip service into action. He had a concern for the Widows 
of our members. He wanted to strengthen our Youth Programs. He wanted to 
put our Masonic and Eastern Star Home and Oxford Orphanage on а firri 
financial base and under the real and direct control of the elected Board of 
Directors. He worked to bring about harmony and brotherly love and to 
disperse those who served out of petty self-interest. 
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Following his term as Grand Master, in the face of failing health, the 
development of multiple system problems and the loss of his other leg, Bill 
Mills continued his service to this Grand Lodge and the Masons of this state. 


He served from 1976 to his death on the Board of Jurisprudence. He was 
in his third year as a member of the Board of Directors of the Masonic and 
Eastern Star Home and ће was at the time of his death serving on the Board of 
General Purposes. 


He was survived by his wife, Ruby and their son William Lee Mills, III. 
Young Bill] had just completed law school and was preparing for his Barexam 
at the time of his father’s death. He had joined his father’s Law Firm. 


Some of you may recall the last public-Masonic address that was given by 
Most Worshipful Bill Mills. It was on the occasion of the Scottish Rite Black 
Tie Banquet in Charlotte last Spring. He was direct and straight to the point. 
His subject was Synthetic Patriotism. A short quotation will help to visualize 
his personality. He spoke of real Patriotism as this Nation experienced in the 
early Forties. “When I saw Old Glory unfurled before me in those days and 
heard the Star Spangled Banner played, chills literally ran up my spine аз I 
stood at Attention in Respect for the Symbols of Freedom, Liberty and Justice 
which they signified and which I had been taught to Love, cherish and respect 
from my childhood. I now cringe in despair when I see this symbol of liberty 
and justice desecrated by irresponsible individuals who show more respect for 
a rock tune than they do the National Anthem.” 


He then concluded with a quotation from the third chapter of 
Ecclesiastes, “In everything there is a season and a time for every purpose 
under the heaven, a time to be born and a time todie, a time to plantand a time 
to pluck up that which is planted, a time to kill and a time to heal, a time to 
break down апаа time to build up, а time to weepand atime to laugh, a time to 
mourn and a time to dance, a time to cast away stones and a time to gather 
stones together, a time to embrace and a time to refrain from embracing, a 
time to get and a time to lose, a time to keep and a time to cast away, a time to 
rend and a time to sew, a time to keep silent and a time to speak, a time tolove 
and a time to hate, a time to war and a time of peace." "My Brothers, now, in 
my opinion is the time for us to rise and speak out. Now is the time for us to 
inculcate in our young people the principles of real patriotism ... now is Ше 
time to eradicate the synthetic patriotism which has supplanted real 
patriotism.” 


And there is indeed a time for everything. The time for William Lee 
Mills, Jr. to answer the call of God came. Bill Mills lives today in the life of 
every person whose life he touched. His name will be preserved in the annals 
of Freemasonry as one of the truly Great Grand Masters of Freemasonry. The 
Grand Lodge of North Carolina and this Grand Jurisdiction is stronger and 
better because of the service given by its servant, William Lee Mills, Jr. The 
evidence of the truth of this statement is that on June 26th at the First Baptist 
Church of Concord, the church was more than two-thirds filled with Master 
Masons clothed with their aprons and with the largest delegation of Grand 
Lodge Officers and Past Grand Masters recorded in the proceedings of this 
Grand Lodge. 


We can all rest in the assurance that Bill Mills has received the welcomed 
т “Well done, good and faithful servant, enter thou into the joy of thy 

rd.

Worshipful Brother Reynold S. Davenport will now present the memorial 
tribute to Most Worshipful Brother Charles A. Harris, Grand Secretary 
Emeritus of the Grand Lodge of North Carolina. 

CHARLES ANDERSON HARRIS 


Following his first admission into the lodge, during his Entered 
Apprentice Degree, the candidate for Masonry is taught those first lessons 
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upon which to build his Masonic life. At one point during the degree he hears 
how the whole Masonic fabric rests upon the practice of Brotherly Love, 
Relief, and Truth. 


Brotherly Love! Of what use or value would Freemasonry be without it? 
For. on this principle Masonry unites men of every country, sect, and opinion, 
and conciliates true friendship among those who otherwise might have 
remained at a perpetual distance. 


It is in the practice of Brotherly Love that a member achieves Masonic 
greatness. It was in the practice of Brotherly Love that Charles Anderson 
Harris became a great Mason. True. he served as Grand Master. and he was 
for fifteen years our Grand Secretary. In both these posts Charles Harris 
served Masonry well. But some Masons hold high Masonic office and never 
become great Masons, and some great Masons never hold any Masonic office. 
It is, therefore, a happy circumstance when a great Mason is selected for high 
Masonic office, and that is what happened in the case of Charles Anderson 
Harris. 


How truly he exemplified those words in our First Degree, where it is said 
that, through Brotherly Love, Masonry unites men of every country, sect, and 
opinion, and conciliates true friendship among those who otherwise might 
have remained at a perpetual distance. Each of us has had that kind of 
experience. We have formed close friendships with some we would not even 
have known, had it not been for Masonry. 


And so it was, by the hundreds and thousands, in the case of Charles 
Harris— Ole Charlie, as he was affectionately known to so many. There was a 
time, not too many years ago, that there were Masons т every North Carolina 
lodge that knew Ole Charlie, and called him friend. Many of his 
contemporaries are now passed away, or enfeebled, and the ranks of Mason 
that knew Ole Charlie dwindle with each passing year. But right ean 
thankfully, there are yet many of us that ага know Ole Charlie well, and jr 
incumbent upon us to maintain and pass on the true Masonic practice of 
Brotherly Love that he so splendidly exemplified. 


Brother Charlie had the time—he took the time—to be a friend to every 
Mason, from the youngest Entered Apprentice to the highest of the high. He 
had the happy ability to remember names, and he developed and utilized that 
ability for the improvement of Masonry and the gratification and pleasure of 
all that knew him. Each time he entered a lodge, it wasasa brother: each time 
he met a Mason, it was as a brother... and he was greatly loved by his 
brethren. During his final illness he received visits, letters, cards and 
telephone calls from Masons of every rank, in all walks of life. News of his 
passing brought tears to the eyes of many. And therein lies true Masonic 
greatness. 


Charles Anderson Harris was born July 27, 1900, at Roxboro. He 
attended the Roxboro schools and old Trinity College, which is now Duke 
University. His first employment was with a Roxboro bank, and later he was 
employed by a Roxboro textile plant, of which he was to become president and 
major stockholder. 


On June 1, 1925 he married Elizabeth Harvey, and to this union were 
born a son, Charles, Jr., and three daughters: Ann, Louise and Martha. 


Charles Harris was a long-time member of Long Memorial United 
Methodist Church, serving at various times as Board Chairman and as 
Church School Superintendent. He subsequently moved his residence to 
р where he became а member of Hayes Barton United Methodist 
Church. 

His life-long interest in the youth of America was evidenced by his many 
years of service to the Boy Scouts of America, and by his many efforts in 
support of the Order of DeMolay. He was signally honored by each of these 
organizations. 
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Charles Harris became a Master Mason February 5, 1924 in Person 
Lodge No. 113. He served Person Lodge five termsas its Master. and for many 
years was Secretary of the lodge. Many years later, on November 17. 1977. he 
became a dual member. being one of the charter members that formed 
Masters Lodge No. 754, in Raleigh. Each of his two lodges elected him to Life 
Membership. and he carried No. 1 dues card of each lodge. 


Ole Charlie served the Grand Lodge as a Certified Lecturer and as 
District Deputy Grand Master. His service was such. his Masonic reputation 
was such, and his character was such, that in 1949 he was selected by Grand 
Master Wilkins P. Horton to be Grand Steward of the Grand Lodge. 
Progressing steadily through the line of Grand Lodge officers, Charles 
Anderson Harris was elected Grand Master on April 15. 1957, and he served 
Masonry and his brethren with honor and distinction during his year in the 
Grand East. 


Іп 1959 his brethren selected him to become Grand Secretary, and for the 
next fifteen years he served diligently in that post, endearing himself to 
Masons all over North Carolina and in other grand jurisdictions. Following 
. his retirement, he was elected Grand Secretary Emeritus. 


His retirement in 1974 did not end his service to the Masons of North 
Carolina. for he continued to serve on various Grand Lodge boards and 
committees. He went regularly to the Grand Lodge office to maintain the 
records and correspondence of the Committee on By-Laws, faithfully 
carrying forward that work even when on many occasions it was an effort for 
him simply to stand erect. 


A Scottish Rite Mason since 1924, Charles Harris was coroneted 
Inspector General Honorary, Thirty-Third and Last Degree, in 1973. He 
became a member of the York Rite in 1939 and served that Rite also with 
honor and distinction. 


In 1926 Ole Charlie joined Oasis Shrine Temple, in Charlotte, 
transferring his membership to New Bern's Sudan Temple in 1946. In 1963 he 
was elected and served as Illustrious Potentate of Sudan Temple. 


A complete list of his memberships in Masonic and Masonic-related 
bodies would run too long. and such a list would likely miss some that should 
be included, but Charles Harris served in and presided over more such bodies 
than any North Carolina member now living. Many werethe honors that came 
his way. many were the tributes paid him, but no honorsortributes were ever 
more highly treasured by him than the literally scores of honorary 
memberships he was elected to by lodges all over North Carolina, and in other 
states, and even abroad. These. to him. signified the love of his brethren and 
they were, to him, the ultimate reward of Masonic service. 


Charles Anderson Harris left this life November 26, 1980. his mortal 
remains returning to Roxboro two days later for interment with full Masonic 
Honors by the Most Worshipful Grand Lodge of North Carolina. 


“He ran his race and fought his fight, 
Sublimely traveled o'er his life's span; 
Into the realm of peace and light. 
Asa Mason... and as a man." 


Thank you, Brother Davenport. 

Again, we pause to turn our thoughts to the other Masons who are no 
longer with us, and to pay tribute to each of them. Those who have known and 
loved our departed Brothers experience a deep sense of loss. As we gather 
together we realize that we are experiencing the change that is a part of the 
Divine plan of the Great Artificer of the Universe. May these departed 
brethren rest in peace, and may God's eternal light shine on them forever. 
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An unknown poet once wrote: 


Do not stand at my grave and weep. 
Гат not there. I do not sleep. 
Гат а thousand winds that blow; 
Гат the diamond glint on snow, 
Гат the sunlight on ripened grain; 
Гат the gentle autumn's rain. 
When you awaken in the morning's hush, 
Гат the swift uplifting rush 
Of quiet birds in circled flight.

ORDER NO. 1 


It has been brought to my attention by the Grand Secretary’s office that 
Atkinson Lodge No. 612 elected Brother Reuben Lester Moore, a member of 
Winston Lodge No. 167, to membership without complying with the following 
provisions of Regulation 83-22 of THE CODE: 

1. A proper Application for Affiliation (М. C. Official Form 18) was not 

completed and signed by Brother Moore. 

2. An Application for Affiliation was not read at a stated communication 
and referred to a Committee of Investigation. 

3. An Application for Affiliation was not sent to this office for checking 
and recording and received by you duly certified by the Grand 
Secretary. 

The ballot taken on May 12, 1980 toelect Brother Reuben Lester Moore to 
membership is clearly illegal under the positive language of Regulation 76-01 
of THE CODE and is, therefore, NULLand VOID, and your lodge must start 
all over again in the matter. 

This Order shall be read to the lodge at the next stated communication, 
entered on the minutes of that communication and a proper notation made on 
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the margin of the minutes for May 12, 1980, referring to this Order and the 
date it was recorded in the minutes.

ORDER NO. 2 


It has been brought to my attention by the Grand Secretary that Hiram 
Lodge No. 40 elected Roland Patrick Johnson to receive the degreeson June 2, 
1980 and conferred the First Degree on him on the same night on which he was 
elected to receive the degrees. Since the initiation of Brother Johnson on the 
same night on which he was elected is a clear violation of Regulation 79-30 of 
THE CODE, it is therefore ORDERED: 


1. That Hiram Lodge No. 40 heal Entered Apprentice Johnsonat the first 
stated communication following receipt of this Order, as provided in 
Regulation 94-05. It shall be sufficient only to re-obligate this candi- 
date in the First Degree, in a lodge opened on that degree, and after 
the candidate has been thus healed, he may then be advanced when 
prepared as required in Regulation 80-01. 


2. This Order shall be read in the lodge at the first stated communication 
following its receipt, and it shall be made a part of the minutes of that 
meeting. 


3. The lodge Secretary shall report to the Grand Secretary within five 
days after the healing of this candidate that this Order has been com- 
plied with.

The budget for the year ending December 31, 1980, has been carefully 
examined and we are happy to report that the expenditures are in keeping 
with our budget. Àn audit has been made for this budget period. 
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We have consulted with the Board of Directors of the North Carolina 
Masonic Foundation, Inc. and are happy to report that during 1980, they 
transferred to Oxford Orphanage and the Masonic and Eastern Star Home 
the sum of $56,000.00 each from the earnings of the Foundation. We 
recommend that the first $120,000.00 of earnings in the Foundation be 
divided between the Orphanage and Home on a 50-50 basis. All earnings 
above this amount should be divided on the basis of the needs of the two 
institutions, keeping in mind the deficit at the Home, which must be paid. 

We recommend that $1,500.00 be paid from the Surplus Funds for the 
appraisal fee on the property of the Grand Lodge located in Raleigh. 

We recommend the Charity Fund pay to the Masonic and Eastern Star 
Home and to the Oxford Orphanage the sum of $10,000.00 each. 

We recommend that $10,000.00 be transferred to the Grand Lodge 
Bicentennial Escrow Account. 

We recommend that $40,000.00 be transferred to the Grand Lodge 
Special Contingency Reserve Fund. 

We recommend that $5,000.00 be transferred from the surplus funds to 
the Drewry Memorial Grand Secretary’s Fund. 

We recommend the Grand Master have authority, when he deems it 
advisable for the best interest of the Grand Lodge, to suspend the allotment 
made to any committee, activity or agency of the Grand Lodge. 

We recommend further that when it shall appear for the best interest of 
the Grand Lodge, the Grand Master be authorized to give written 
authorization for the budget to be exceeded by any department, agency or 
office to incur out-of-ordinary expenses not herein provided for, within 
availability of funds.

library, dining room with food well prepared. and most of all, 160 residents 
who appreciate what the Masons and Eastern Stars have provided for them... 
a home filled with love, and security. 


So I say toyou, my Brethren, that the soul and heart of Freemasonry inthe 
State of North Carolina have been exemplified through our Orphanage at 
Oxford and our Home at Greensboro. Masons who have gone before us, the 
Masons who are presently among us, and those Masons who will come and 
knock on the doors of our Fraternity in the days to come have a definite 
responsibility to see that these two institutions shall continue until time shal] 
be no more. 


Гат tremendously excited over a program which every Grand Lodge 
Officer, the Past Grand Masters, and the Board of General Purposes have 
studied for the past several months. We have looked at it from every possible 
angle and I can tell you, my Brethren, that we are 10096 unanimous in the 
program that we want to present at this time and give you the assurance that it 
will carry a top priority in the days and the months to come, as we travel 
throughout the Grand Jurisdiction of North Carolina. With the full 
realization that the high cost of living has escalated the expenses at the two 
institutions we love so much, and realizing that we must have sufficient funds 
so we will be assured that our Orphanage and Home will be secured for all 
time to come, we have adopted a program and ask your support. To have this 
assurance, we must have an endowment fund large enough so we will be 
assured that our Orphanage and Home will continue to be in existence long 
after you and I are no longer on this earth. We must build together in this 
endeavor and in the words of the poet who wrote the beautiful poem "The 
Bridge Builder," when asked why the old man was building a bridge after he 
had crossed the chasm deep and wide and was safely on the other side and 
would never again pass that way, you recall the builder lifted hisold gray head 
and said; 


"Good friend, in the path I have come 

There followeth after me today 

A youth whose feet must pass this way. 

This chasm that has been naught to me 

To that fair-haired youth may a pitfall be. 

He, too, must cross in the twilight dim; 

Good friend, I am building the bridge for him." 


My brethren, Masons are builders; the working tools of our Fraternity 
were adopted from those tools used by our ancestors, those stone Masons of 
hundreds of years ago. Let us now use the working tools of Masonry and build 
bridges for those who someday will pass our way and need to cross the chasm 
deep and wide and enter into our Orphanage at Oxford or Masonic and 
Eastern Star Home in Greensboro. 


We have adopted such a program and we present it to you in that we will 
be asking the Masons of this Grand Jurisdiction to join with us that, together 
for the next eight or ten years, we will raise the sum of $10,000,000.00 to goin 
the Endowment Fund of the North Carolina Masonic Foundation, Inc., with 
all of the earnings received therefrom to be distributed to Oxford Orphanage 
and the Masonic and Eastern Star Home. The method of distribution of the 
earned interest would be that the Finance Committee of the Grand Lodge of 
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North Carolina would recommend to the North Carolina Masonic 
Foundation, during the annual Communication of the Grand Lodge, how 
these funds would be distributed to the Home and to the Orphanage with you 
having the final vote of approval. What Iam saying. my Brethren. is that when 
a person makes a contribution to the North Carolina Masonic Foundation, 
Inc., the money will never be spent. only the interest received from the capital 
investment. You would then have the assurance that when vou put your 
contribution into the North Carolina Masonic Foundation, Inc. you would be 
giving the assurance of taking care of our Home at Greensboro and our 
children at Oxford Orphanage for all time in the future. In order to raise these 
funds, it will require a great amount of work and I have the assurance of every 
Grand Lodge Officer. every member of the Board of General Purposes and 
every Past Grand Master that we will enter into this program enthusiastically 
and be dedicated to one goal of raising $10.000,000.00 over and above Ше 
normal giving that we give annually to these fine institutions. 


We make this promise to you and all who contribute to the Endowment 
Fund that we will never spend their money. only the interest. Their money 
will always be in the Endowment Fund working for the purpose for which 
they contributed it. 


We have 73,000 Masons in the Grand Jurisdiction of North Carolina. If 
every Mason would contribute the sum of $200.00 over and above his normal 
giving during the next eight years, we would have our $10,000,000. Now we 
realize that every Mason will not contribute the sum of $200.00, some will not 
be able to make a contribution at all. some will not be able to give $200.00 over 
and above their normal giving. but many will be in a position to contribute 
more than the $200.00. We have a program where we will be employing a 
Public Relations man to represent the Masonic and Eastern Star Home and 
our Oxford Orphanage. and this individual will be working under the Grand 
Lodge of North Carolina, employed by the Grand Lodge. whose office will be 
in the Grand Lodge building. and he will be making contacts with the Lodges. 
with the Masons on a one to one basis. with places of business. and with 
Foundations where we know that we can get money if we tell the story of what 
Freemasonry is doing and what Freemasonry wants to do. and will do, in the 
future. 


We will depend on the District Deputy Grand Masters to assist us in 
telling the story as they visit their Lodges. Yes. we expect and will have hard 
working District Deputy Grand Masters this year. We ask and plead with 
every Master to work on this Program with every member of his Lodge. Have 
the right person to make the right contact with the members of our 
Fraternity. There are many places of business that will contribute generously 
if the right person will call on them and tell the story of what we are doing. 


We are spending over 3% million dollars this vear to care for the children 
at Oxford and our residents at the Home in Greensboro. This is big money and 
none of it comes from tax dollars. It comes from the generous hearts of our 
Fraternity. The generosity of our Masonic Brothers is greatly appreciated 
and we have confidence in our 73,000 Masons that. if they are informed of the 
need and are called on for help. they will rally around the eall and they will 
respond. 


My Brethren, this job cannot be done by your Grand Master. nor by any 
group of Grand Lodge Officers. Board of General Purposes. or Past Grand 
Masters. but [ assure vou that it can be done by the 73.000 Masons in North 
Carolina. My Brethren. we ask you to join with us and assist in earrying the 
message throughout this great state of ours to every Mason. encourage their 
giving regardless of the amount, small. medium. large— whatever it will be. 
with the assurance that their money will not bespent but that it will be placed 
in the permanent endowment fund of the North Carolina Masonic 
Foundation, Ince.. and only the interest received therefrom will be used. Tell 
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them that they are giving the assurance, for all time to come, that our two 
institutions, the backbone of Freemasonry, will be endowed so we have no fear 
for the future. 


I can think of no better challenge before us than to accept this call, and 
this is a program adopted by those whom you have elected and all have 
pledged their full cooperation. Incidentally, we have already received some 
contributions to this fund and we are already on the way, however, we havea 
long way to go. 

The North Carolina Masonic Foundation, Inc. is a tax exempt 
organization, so any contribution made to the foundation is tax exempt оп both 
your State and Federal tax forms. The beautiful part of this story is that the 
funds will never be spent, as I have said already, only the interest. When we 
realize that the administrative cost will be approximately 196, 296, or maybe 
3%, we then have the assurance that when we contribute $1.00, $100.00, 
$500.00, $1,000.00 or $1,000,000.00, all except 196 or 296 for administrative cost 
will go to the direct cause for which the contribution was made. 


As you know, some weeks ago the press reported that Oxford Orphanage 
was receiving State Funds and that we had not signed the "Civil Rights 
Compliance Act." A letter from the Civil Liberties Union was sent to us from 
one of their Attorneys in which a threat was made against Oxford Orphanage 
for receiving the funds and the State for disbursing them. We were to receive 
$46,000.00 this year and thatamount was 1/38th of our total operating budget. 


Following the news report, a reporter visited Oxford Orphanage and 
stated that the beautiful and peaceful campus could become a Civil Rights 
battleground. The press related that our belief as Masons was paganistic. 
These comments came from those who, through ignorance, knew nothing of 
the meaning of Masonry. As you know, the true Mason does not criticize those 
who, through ignorance, ridicule us, so it is understandable that no reply was 
made to this statement. I can assure you our record isclear; we have nothing to 
hide. You know as well as I do that Masons are not pagans and that we һауе а 
strong belief in God, and this is one of the strong requirements to join 
Masonry. The Masons of North Carolina have provided care for thousands of 
children during the past 108 years and saved the taxpayers millions of dollars. 
The most important thing we have done is provide a home filled with love for 
the children at Oxford and made it possible for them to go out into the world as 
self-productive citizens. Our reply to the press and the Civil Rights Union in 
regard to the small amount of money from the State was that we would not, in 
the future, accept any State funds and we are not accepting funds—and will 
not in the future. 


We will not sign the Civil Rights Compliance Act and have the 
Government tell us how to operate our Orphanage. We have 108 years of 
successful experience in operating Oxford Orphanage, in caring for children 
who needed a home, and the Masons are well qualified and capable to run their 
own business, and this we will continue todo, today, tomorrow and always. We 
can assure you that our beautiful and peaceful campus will not be a Civil 
Rights battleground. We are not pagans— we are Masons who believe in the 
*Fatherhood of God under the Brotherhood of Man." We will continue to 
operate Oxford Orphanage in the future as we have in the past, and as you, the 
Masons of North Carolina, direct. Our interest is in caring for children that 
would not have the tender loving care they are receiving if it were not for 
Oxford Orphanage— which you have provided for them. 


Our endowment program has been studied for the past 12 months. We 
know that unless we establish the 10 million dollar endowment we could be in 
serious trouble in the future in that we will not have sufficient funds to operate 
our Orphanage and Home. This future is much closer than we might realize. 
Let me emphasize very strongly that what we are asking for and need is for the 
amount to be over and above normal giving each year. If, in the next 8 or 10 
years, each Mason will give us the sum of $200.00—over and above their 
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normal giving—we will have an endowment large enough to provide the 
needed funds and assure us that our two institutions will have security for the 
future. Our children at Oxford and residents at Greensboro need our help— 
please respond. This is only $20.00 per year over your normal giving tosuchan 
important fund. Of couse, if you want to contribute $200.00 now it will 
immediately start earning interest from the endowment fund. This is a small 
amount for such a great cause and it will mean so much to those who look to us 
for providing them with a place to call home. Let me tell you one easy way to 
pay the $20.00 per year. 


A living memorial to the North Carolina Masonic Foundation. in memory 
of a loved one, from each Mason this year would be 1 million dollars, and it is 
tax deductible for you. When a loved one or friend passes away. remember 
your Foundation. 


Let us be mindful that what we leave in the hearts of our children at 
Oxford and residents at our Home in Greensboro is far more valuable than 
what we contribute from our pocket. We are truly practicing the teachings of 
Masonry—because Masons are builders and we are building our Temple in 
the hearts of children and those aged guests—a Temple that the ravages of 
time will never destroy. 


We feel that those whom you have elected as leaders are supposed to give 
you some sense of direction, and we also see the need, as we are sure you do, 
that we must have this endowment because we have a definite obligation and 
responsibility to see that the Orphanage and Home continue for all time to 
come. This is why it is presented to you т this manner and not in the form of a 
resolution, or anything of that nature. This is a program of the Grand Lodge 
and we will work hard on it this year and in the years to come. 


I do not want to put anyone on the spot but if you feel. as we feel, that this is 
a great program, if you feel it is something that is needed and it isa must that 
we do provide for the future care of our Home and our Orphanage, and if you 
are willing to pledge your very best efforts in assisting the Grand Lodge of 
North Carolina in carrying this program through to a happy conclusion. then 
I am going to ask that you let it be known by standing and giving a strong. 
resounding ovation, not to me, not to the Grand Lodge Officers, not to the Past 
Grand Masters or the Board of General Purposes, but to the Program itself. 

Thank you, my Brethren. 

Most Worshipful Grand Master, I know that you have the same feeling of 
assurance and satisfaction that I have, with the fine response from these 
Brethren, the leaders of Masonry in North Carolina. Here before us is the 
leadership of Masonry—before us is the Grand Lodge of North Carolina. Most 
Worshipful Sir, I am going to ask that you stand, all Grand Lodge Officers 
stand, all Past Grand Masters and the Board of General Purposes stand. 

Now, let us show our appreciation to the leaders of Masonry throughout 
North Carolina and pledge our full support to them by giving them an 
applause they so richly deserve.

The following report of the Committee on Appeals was 
read by W.:.Brother Norwood P. Parker, Chairman and, upon 
motion duly seconded, Sections 1, 2, 3, 5 and 6 were adopted. 
Section 4 was defeated and R.:.W.:. Brother Robert P. Dudley, 
Grand Secretary, then made a motion that Brother T.E.F. be 
restored. The motion was duly seconded and adopted. The 
report was then adopted as a whole. 

To the Most Worshipful Grand Lodge of North Carolina: 
The Cofnmittee on Appeals respectfully submits the following report: 


1. We have reviewed the record in all cases which have been completed 
since the Annual Communication in 1980, and now pending before the 
Committee, wherein the accused has been expelled under the provisions of 
Regulation 99-22 of THE CODE of 1948, as amended and revised to date, and 
in none of which the accused appealed from the decision of the Judge 
Advocate. We particularly directed to our attention to the strict compliance 
with the Regulation, and in each of the following cases we recommend that the 
decision of the Judge Advocate be affirmed by the Grand Lodge: 


TRIAL DOCKET NO. 381: In the matter of charges preferred against a 
Master Mason of Casar Lodge No. 579, A. F. & A. M. 
Expelled March 17, 1980. 


TRIAL DOCKET NO. 384: In the matter of charges preferred against a 
Master Mason of John Huske Anderson Lodge No. 731, A. F. & A. M. 
Expelled July 16, 1980. 


TRIAL DOCKET NO. 385: In the matter of charges preferred against a 
Master Mason of St. John's Lodge No. 1, À. F. & A. M. 
Expelled July 30, 1980. 


TRIAL DOCKET NO. 387: In the matter of charges preferred against a 
Master Mason of Gastonia Lodge No. 369, A. F. & A. M. 
Expelled October 20, 1980. 


TRIAL DOCKET NO. 388: In the matter of charges preferred against a 
Master Mason of Catawba Lodge No. 248, A. F. & A. M. 
Expelled December 11, 1980. 


TRIAL DOCKET NO. 389: In the matter of charges preferred against a 
Master Mason of Catawba Lodge No. 248, A. F. & A. M. 
Expelled January 6, 1981. 


2. We have reviewed the record in all eases which have been completed 
since the Annual Communication in 1980, and now pending before the 
Committee, in which the punishment imposed was expulsion, and in none of 
which the accused appealed from the decision of the Trial Commission. We 
directed our attention to validity of the appointment of Trial Commissioners, 
the service of notice upon the accused, the competency and weight of the 
evidence presented at the trial, and the decision of the Commission, all in 
accordance with the Regulations of this Grand Lodge as contained in Chapters 
98 to 106. inclusive, of THE CODE of 1948, as amended and revised to date. 
Your Committee approves the decision of the Trial Commission in the 
following case, and recommends that the judgment of the Trial Commission 
be affirmed by the Grand Lodge: 
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TRIAL DOCKET NO. 386: In the matter of charges preferred against a 
Master Mason of Wilson Lodge No. 712, A. F. & A. M. 
Expelled October 7, 1980. 


3. In the matter of Application for Restoration of J. W. T. tothe rights and 
privileges of Masonry. The petition was filed with the Grand Secretary more 
than thirty days prior to this Annual Communication. The petitioner was 
dismembered on April 18, 1949 (TRIAL DOCKET NO. 8). A true copy of the 
petition with statement of grounds upon which the petitioner seeks 
restoration was served on Hamlet Lodge No. 532, A. F. & A. M., inaccordance 
with Chapter 109 of THE CODE of 1948, as amended, more than ninety days 
prior to this Annual Communication. A petition opposing the restoration of 
the applicant was filed with the Grand Lodge under the provisions of 
Regulation 109-07. After carefully examining the record in this matter, and 
considering the seriousness of the offense for which the petitioner was 
dismembered, your Committee is of the opinion that he is not entitled to 
restoration at this time and recommends that the Grand Lodge deny this 
application for restoration. 


4. In the matter of Application for Restoration of T. E. F. tothe rights and 
privileges of Masonry. The petition was filed with the Grand Secretary more 
than thirty days prior to this Annual Communication. This petitioner was 
dismembered on February 23. 1979 (TRIAL DOCKET NO. 358). A true copy 
of the petition with statement of grounds upon which the petitioner seeks 
restoration was served on William С. Hill Lodge No. 218, А. Е. & A. M.. т 
accordance with Chapter 109 of THE CODE of 1948, as amended. more than 
ninety days prior to this Annual Communication, and no petition has been 
presented to the Grand Lodge in opposition to granting restoration to the 
applicant under the provision of Regulation 109-07. After carefully 
considering the seriousness of the offense for which the applicant was 
dismembered, your Committee is of the opinion that he is not entitled to 
restoration at this time and recommends that the Grand Lodge deny this 
application for restoration. 


5. In the matter of Application for Restoration of Elton Young Evans to 
the rights and privileges of Masonry. The petition was filed with the Grand 
Secretary more than thirty days prior to this Annual Communication. This 
petitioner was dismembered on August 31, 1977 (TRIAL DOCKET NO. 325). 
Upon request, St. Patrick's Lodge No. 617, A. F. & A. M. voted to waive all or 
any of its rights under the ninety day period for filing a copy of theapplication 
with the lodge in accordance with Regulation 109-06 (2-A). No petition has 
been presented to the Grand Lodge in opposition to granting restoration tothe 
applicant under the provision of Regulation 109-07. After a careful 
examination and study of the record in this matter, your Committee is of the 
opinion that the applicant is worthy of restoration and recommends that the 
Grand Lodge restore Elton Young Evans to all the rights and privileges of a 
nonaffiliated Mason. 


6. Notice of Appeal: In this case the accused was charged with having 
been convicted of a felony under the laws of the State of North Carolina. The 
mandatory penalty for which is expulsion. However, the accused denied the 
charge and requested a Masonic Trial which was granted (TRIAL DOCKET 
NO. 383). The Trial Commission opined and recorded as its decision that the 
accused was Non Compos Mentis. The complainant lodge filed a notice of 
appeal, stating its reasons for such action. We particularly directed our 
attention to the validity of the appointment of Trial Commissioners, the 
service of notice upon the accused, the competency and weight of the evidence 
presented at the trial, and the decision of the Commission. all in accordance 
with the Regulations of this Grand Lodge as contained in Chapters 98 to 106. 
inclusive, of THE CODE of 1948 as revised and amended to date. 


Your Committee finds that the Trial Commission erred in its decision. 
We, therefore, recommend that the decision be declared null and void. and 
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that the accused having been convicted of a felony be expelled from all the 
rights and privileges of Masonry as of the date of this report.

At a regular meeting of the Board of General Purposes, the two 
Resolutions presented by the Board of Directors of Oxford Orphanage were 
considered. and the Board wishes to make the following recommendations:

For convenient reference, we use the same subjects, titles 
and subdivisions of the address of the Grand Master as used by him, or the 
Docket number as used in any report, or other document submitted for our 
consideration and action in all of our reference to those matters and subjects. 


ORDER NO. 1 
We recommend that the Grand Lodge approve the action of the Grand 
Master as reported by him under this title. (Approved). 


ORDER NO. 2 
We recommend that the Grand Lodge approve the action of the Grand 
Master as reported by him under this title. (Approved). 
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DISPENSATIONS GRANTED 
Allof the dispensations reported as being granted were within the Grand 
Master’s powers. (Approved). 


AMENDMENTS TO THE CODE 
We have considered the following amendments to THE CODE as 
submitted by the Committee on Unfinished Business which were presented at 
the Annual Communication of the Grand Lodge on April 15, 16, 1980, to be 
acted upon at this Annual Communication. 


Amend Regulation 32-06 to read as follows: 

REG. 32-06. Each District Deputy Grand Master shall render to the 
Grand Master before December tenth of each year an itemized account of 
the necessary travel expense incurred by him in the performance of his 
duties; this shall not exceed fifteen cents per mile actually traveled, via 
the shortest route of travel. The Grand Master may order the same to be 
paid from the funds of the Grand Lodge, if such expense has been 
incurred in the performance of routine duty, but not for more than two 
official visits to each lodge in his district during a calendar year. If the 
expense has been incurred for а special duty, the Grand Master may order 
the lodge or the Grand Lodge to pay it. (Adopted). 


Amend Chapter 35A by deleting this entire chapter and marking the same 


OBSOLETE: 
CHAPTER 35A OBSOLETE. (Adopted). 


Amend Regulation 354-03 to read as follows: 

REG. 354-08. No District Education Chairman shall be compensated for 
his services as such, but his actual and necessary travel expense shall be 
paid by the Grand Lodge when approved by the Chairman of the 
Committee on Masonic Education; the rate shall not exceed fifteen cents 
per mile actually traveled, via the shortest route of travel, but not more 
than two visits to each lodge in his district during a calendar year. (No 
action required. Chapter 35A was made obsolete.) 


Amend Regulation 35-08(2) to read as follows: 

REG. 35-08 

2. Toappointfrom the Certified Lecturers, upon nomination by the Grand 
Lecturer, such District Deputy Grand Lecturers as the board may deem 
necessary; provided, a District Deputy Grand Lecturer shall not become a 
member or an officer of the Grand Lodge by virtue of his appointment 
hereunder; and provided, no appointment shall extend beyond the next 
annual communication of the Grand Lodge. No such District Deputy 
Grand Lecturer shall be installed or compensated for his services as such; 
but his actual and necessary travel expense shall be paid by the Grand 
Lodge when approved by the Grand Lecturer; the rate shall not exceed 
fifteen cents per mile actually traveled, via the shortest route of travel, 
but not more than two visits toeach lodge in hisdistrictduring a calendar 
year. Before December tenth each year each District Deputy Grand 
Lecturer shall file an itemized account of such expense with the Grand 
Lecturer for his approval, and if approved the Grand Lecturer shall file 
the same with the Grand Secretary before December twentieth. 
(Adopted.)

1. To promote the lecture service and the education work in his district.

GRAND MASTER 
EVERETTE STANSIL ALDRIDGE 

Brother Everette Stansil Aldridge was raised to the Sublime Degree of 
Master Mason in Stanly Lodge No. 348 in August of 1957. In 1965, he was 
installed as Master of his lodge. For a twenty year period, from 1957 to 1977, 
he served continuously as an officer of his lodge, including the offices of 
Treasurer and Secretary. The performance of his duty and service to 
Freemasonry has been a credit to himself and to the Craft. 


At the Annual Communication of the Grand Lodge of North Carolina in 
1973, Everette Stansil Aldridge was appointed to serve as Junior Grand 
Steward in the Grand Lodge line. With each passing year, as he was elevated 
to the various stations and places as a Grand Lodge Officer, he displayed 
his ability to perform his duties responsibly in a quiet, sincere and efficient 
manner. These qualifications proved his ability and worthiness to assume the 
duties of the most responsible Masonic Office to which his brethren could call 
upon him to serve, that being the office of Grand Master of Masons in North 
Carolina. 


On April 16, 1980 at the One Hundred Ninety-Third Annual 
Communication of the Most Worshipful Grand Lodge of Ancient, Free and 
Accepted Masons of North Carolina, Most Worshipful Everette Stansil 
Aldridge was elected and installed as Grand Master—an honor justly earned 
and well deserved. 

One year ago Brother Aldridge commented in his acceptance remarks, 
“It is still the Unbelievable Dream that I stand before you today as Grand 
Master of Masons of North Carolina. The feeling I had twenty-two and one- 
half years ago when I was made а Master Mason can never be surpassed, but 
this comes close .. . І assure you. I undertake the office with pride, honor and 
an humble heart, knowing full well some of the hardships, heartaches, and 
many hours of sleepless nights our Past Grand Masters have endured in past 
years. I do not take this office lightly." M 

Brother Aldridge did not take this office lightly. Those who have been 
actively involved in the operation of the Grand Lodge of North Carolina know 
that there have been hardships, heartaches and sleepless nights. In every case, 
he has never hesitated todo that which he believed was right and he has served 
the Grand Lodge and the Masons of this Grand Jurisdiction with honor for 
which they can be justly proud.

REPORT OF THE SPECIAL COMMITTEE 
OF THE MASONIC AND EASTERN STAR HOME 


OF NORTH CAROLINA 
(Docket No. 47) 


The following resolution was read бу M.:.W.:.Brother Sam 
À. Hennis, Jr., P.G.M., entered on the record, and adopted: 
To the Most Worshipful Grand Lodge of North Carolina: 


The Grand Master appointed a Special Committee consisting of 
М.-.\.-.Зат А. Hennis, Jr.. Р.С.М., W...Charles E. Scott, Jr.. P.M. and 
W.:.Louis W. Shrier, Р.М. to study the Apartment Complex of the Masonic 
and Eastern Star Home, and the following report was made: 


At the Annual Communication of the Grand Lodge held on April 19, 20, 
1977, a resolution was offered and adopted that the Board of Directors of the 
Masonic and Eastern Star Home enter into a new type group housing project, 
wherein the Board recommended the first phase of construction consisting of 
one single family unit and three duplex buildings with two apartments in each 
building to be sold to a certain group of brethren and sisters who were 
abundantly prepared to take care of their financial needs, but were destitute 
of love, of attention and supervision. 


To this end, sixteen units were ultimately constructed on the southwest 
corner of the Home property. 


Since 1979-1980, concerted effort has been made to dispose of these units. 
As of this date, not any of them have been sold. There are very few prospects 
and after two years, it appears to be very unlikely that we will be able to sell 
these units to the qualified brethren and sisters as originally planned. 
However, if only one or two of these units are sold, leaving the balance vacant. 
the likelihood of the units becoming a financial liability is very realistic. 


It now becomes imperative that action on the disposal of these units be 
achieved at an early date, as first, there is a great deal of money involved, and 
second, vacant homes soon deteriorate. In order to accomplish this disposal. 
there are few choices, and the one most apparent is the sale of all units. at one 
time, to disinterested parties. 


If, in the best interest of the Masonic and Eastern Star Home. it becomes 
necessary to sell these units, the Grand Lodge of North Carolina. together with 
the Grand Chapter, Order of Eastern Star. must approve this sale. To this end. 
we offer the following resolution: 


ВЕ IT RESOLVED, That the Board of Directors of the Masonie and 
Eastern Star Home be empowered and authorized to dispose of the 
Apartment Complex subject to the approval of the Home's Attornevs.

M.:.W.. BROTHER NELSON BRYAN BANKS

The greatest Masonic meeting of the year will be on Saturday, June 20, 
when we will haveour *Freemasonry— Forward Together" Symposium in the 
Kerr Scott Building, North Carolina State Fairgrounds in Raleigh. We are 
making plans for the largest gathering of Masons ever assembled in North 
Carolina. This will be a meeting no Mason will want to miss and letters of 
announcement have already been mailed. This is being promoted by our 
Lodges. Scottish Rite, York Rite and the Shrine... all of the leaders of 
Masonry under one roof to promote our Fraternity, to work together that we 
might carry the banner of Masonry to even greater heights. You will hear 
more of this in the days to come and we urge you to set this date aside and tell 
every Mason you see of this great historic date. 
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I am looking forward to an exciting and busy year serving as your Grand 
Master. My Masonic background and my work as Recorder of Sudan Temple 
for almost 21 years. and the many outstanding Masons I have been privileged 
to work and associate with, have provided me with much enjoyment— but 
most important of all, they have helped to prepare me for this year as I serve 
the Masons of North Carolina. The cloak of contentment one receives from 
belonging to this vast, benevolent brotherhood of Masonry is priceless indeed. 
I honestly can think of no greater honor that I could receive than that of 
serving as Grand Master in North Carolina. and for this I will ever be 
grateful.

Serve The Masons And Not To Be Served By Them". Together with the Grand 
Lodge Officers.

We will let our light so shine before men and women 
that they might know of our good works and. at the same time. glorify our 
Father. which is in Heaven. 


I strongly feel that. as we continue to build a stronger. more positive 
image within the publie's mind, we will stay out in front and with hard work 
and dedication. we will be able to continue and provide quality care services to 
Oxford Orphanage and our Masonic and Eastern Star Home. for which we.as 
Masons in North Carolina. are so proud, and we intend to make the public 
equally as proud of our works. The cost of operating Oxford Orphanage and 
the Masonic and Eastern Star Home is steadily increasing, due to inflation. 
Our concern and our dedication is to provide adequate funds for our great 
Masonic institutions at Oxford and Greensboro. We have done well during the 
past years in raising funds. but not what we should have done and now for us to 
stay abreast with inflation we need every Mason to join together and meet the 
challenge before us. We need to tell the story of what Masonry is doing in 
North Carolina. and as we tell this story, be proud of what we are doing. I 
prefer to call our Masonie charities "opportunities" to help those less fortunate 
than we are ourselves. lam confident that. when the Masons of North Carolina 
know what needs to done and when they are asked to do a job, it will be 
accomplished. 


Let me dare express the hope that somewhere in these comments, as we 
meet with the Masons this year throughout North Carolina and in our efforts 
to render service, there may be found a distinct challenge to each of us. Аз this 
challenge comes to us, let us realize that it is based upon what perhaps is one of 
the greatest opportunities which we have ever faced.

Reg. 70-01 (2) All the lodge books of records and ac- 
counts, old as well as new, shall be care- 
fully preserved under lock and key by the 
Secretary as safely as possible from the 
hazards of fire, water, loss, or mutilation. 


(3) Proceedings of the Grand Lodge shall be 
preserved by lodges in suitable bookcases 
and under charge of the lodge Secretary 
who shall be responsible for their proper 
keeping. They may be loaned to members 
who shall return them to the lodge at or 
before the next succeeding stated com- 
munication. 

Reg. 95-04 Each subordinate lodge in the jurisdiction 
shall keep copies of the laws of the Grand 
Lodge for the inspection of its members.
